Walter 
Hardley, 
negro 
desperado, 
when hi# second attsm pt to escape 
from the Morgan county Jail was frus­ 
trated by 8. D. Elliott, a negro pris­ 
oner, Just In tbe nick of time. When 
the 
near-delivery 
was 
discovered, 
Hardley had already sawed his way 
almost to freedom. 
Five 
minutes 
more and he would have been in the 
corridor, armed with iron oars with 
which to strike down the first parson 
entering. 
He could then have easily 
secured lha Jail key», unlocked the 
doors, liberated the other prisoners 
aftd again been out in the open ready 
to continue a career of crime. 
The attempted escape occurred on 
Thursday afternoon at 4 oYlock. 
It 
was on Thursday at 4 o'clock that the 
negro first nptde his get-away from 
the Morgan County Jail, only Jo be 
re-captured In the jail yard as he 
crouched in the weeds to 
escape 
from flying bulhits. 
The 
noise 
mad# 
on 
yesterday 
by the black attracted the attention 
of Blltott, who is confined downstairs 
and who is regarded as a trusty. El­ 
liott sounded the alarm, 
and 
Mrs. 
Forman, wife of the sheriff, telephoned 
the court house. 
County 
Solicitor 
Chas. Eyster, the grand jury and of­ 
ficers of the law hurried to the bastile 
and 
arrived 
in time to assist in 
thwarting Hardley in his well con­ 
ceived plans. 
Used I r a n sad File. 
By means of two irons, ebout two 
inches in width and I t inches in 
length, the negro was industriously 
laboring to prize sway (he remaining 
bar of the "cage” after he had remov­ 
ed the outer bar by filing the bolts. 
The fils consisted of an iron spring 
Arhicti the man had taken from his 
shoe and fastened by means of a 
twine string in a wooden handle a 
foot in length. The bars that secure 
the big iron bolts to the cago door 
•re two in number, gnd the bolts shoot 
in between these. Working from tha 
inside, the black filed the ^bolts to 
the outer bar, which fell down into 
the corridor. The inner bar was still 
held by the J>olts, but in some way the 
lock had been sprung and the bolts 
thrust back until they held by less 
than an Inch. To prize the door open, 
with the Implements that he had at 
■hand, would have been a quick job 
for the ingenuous prisoner. 
It is the theory of Sheriff Forman 
that the bars used as a prize by the 
negro had been sent up to him by 
the negro prisoners in the cell below, 
although the men downstairs stoutly 
asserted their innocence 
and 
de­ 
clared that there was no bole con­ 
necting the upper and lower tier of 
Sells of sufficient slee to admit the 
passage of the heavy irons. By using 
his file. Hardley had sawed the bars 
off so as to halve a hole In their cen­ 
ter. thus giving him an 
excellent 
lever. 
For a fulcrum, he had sawed 
off the end of a bar and had then 
bent It over. 
Placing the lever on 
this fulcrum, he was enabled to prize 
with great force at the obstacles that 
Stood in the w ar of his freedom.

Thirty dollars a week is $1,500 a 
year, anti the tux is 2 per cent of the 
amount over $1,000. that is, 2 per cenL 
of $500. 
If married, mean or women in this 
class need not bother about the in­ 
come tax. They probably have troubles 
enough of their own to keep them 
busy. 
However, if a man is making $30 
and his wife $25. the government de­ 
mands a tax. 
The combined income 
of the family would then be 
$2,860. 
Uncle Sam will exempt $2.000 of this 
amount and tax husband and wife on 
$860 at 2 per cent, m aking $17.20 they 
will have to pay. 
There Is a $200 ex­ 
emption fo reach child and in case 
the family cited above has four chil­ 
dren. only $60 of the $860 would be 
taxable. 
The war revenue tax is levied on 
net iheome frrim all sources and in 
terest on any kind of indebtedness may 
be deducted. Exemptions may be filed 
at the time your income schedule is 
presented at the collector's. ^If you 
own an equity in a house, if you owe 
money ontp/ftote, or if you own rent­ 
ed prgpefiy on which repairs have to 
be made, you may claim exemption to 
the amount charged against your in­ 
come.
